Growers' .\.s.soeiation. Mr. lirand- 
rith, .secretary of the latter, has 
been employed lo obtain fruit at 
Spence's Bridge and Salmon Arm. 
which, however, will form but a 
'■•mall part of tile London consismneiit. 
'I'iic ,-ntii e iirraii.ireineiUs and emit red 
are in the hands of the provincial 
Bovernment, which bears the expense, 
and 1.1 solely represented by Mr. R. M. 
ralni,ir, under wlinse (lirfcllon the ex- 
hibit is lieiiii,' frot tOKOiher. 

The .statoinent that British Columbia 
fruit in Kngland Is In demand and 
commanding $7 a box Is also unwar- 
janted, as so far as is known here there 
Is no British Columbia fruit on the 
I'jafjlisli market .at the present time. 
In fact, it is nnl at all likely that there 
is any Pacific Coast fruit there as yet. 
The shipments from California and 
OreRon do not usually reach London 
bi l'ine Niivitiilcr. The statoinonts re- 
li'vrcil to were lakcii from a Mainliind 
paper and wore not authorized.

DOMINION FINANCES. 

Dnnilnion llnaiicoH are not as healll'V 
as the Ddinln'ion itsiilf i-^, and we tlil'dt 
we see the lie^'imiiii); of the end of tiiose 
boiisted surpluses. The govcrmiienl at 
Ottawa has clapped on all sail foi' 
.some time, with some damage to tlie 
linanclal rigRlng. For the llscaT year 
ending ,Tune IKUli. tlu>re was a iioniliial 
surplus of $7,S71,;i20, instead of the 
anticipated surplus of $12,500,000, and 
instead of the debt being increased by 
one million dnllais. it has been iiiercas- 
ed by over live millions. The increase 
in expenditure litis been onorinous; tho 
Increase In revenue has been dispro- 
portionately small. We have referred 
to tho suijiUis as "nominal." It is 
retilly illla^ilKlry. The increase in tlie 
debt is without fluostion. 

The f-overnmont spent In the year 
li'01-5 nearly seventy-nine million dol- 
lars, or to be more exact, $78,750,708, 
The revenue was $71,180,082. according 
to the Itlail and Fniplro. The jirinlPd 
returns we liavo not yet seen. And, 
.Hays our contemporary; In order to 
make the situation appear to be some- 
what better than it really Is, the l''i- 
nance Minister has resorted to a book- 
keeping inanoeiivio that does liim little 
credit. The expenditures, of coui's<-\ 
are divided Into revenue or current 
outlays, and capital or permanent dis- 
bursements. Into the latter acco""t: 
vast amounts have been artllieially 
thrown. The railway subsidies, H'e 
huge bounties, the losses In ruiU*'"S 
the Intercolnlal on a political basis— 
all these expenses have been ehaigfd ' 
against capital that the regular exp''0- I 
dlturo may appear small. lJut It is ih , 
vain that tho inanipuUUlon of tho 'ig- | 
ures is undertaken. The facts will out, 
ajid what we are confronted with now 
\s an expenditure of $78,750,000, and In 
Income seven and a half millions leas. 
It is interesting, adds the Mail and 
Empire, to contrast the expenditure 
with the outlays of the former regHne.
